Tut mountain grades seldom exceed 


eiirht per cent. The only bridge of any 
length is that ciossiug the Susquehan- 
ua at Columbia. Little ununug or 
filling would he needed, aud lew re- 
taining walls, if any. The stone foun- 
dation of the road is there except iu a 
few places. Stone culverts would need 
to be built, a few short bridges im- 
proved, most of the now obsolete 
water breakers should he removed and 
the road crowued slightly and ma- 
cadamized. 


About 100 miles of the road would 


require practically no work beyond 
the improving of culverts arid small 
bridges, but most of this is controlled 
bv turnpike companies whose rights 
would have to be condemned and pur- 
chased. Extensive alterations would 
also need to be made in tne Columbia 
bridge where vehicles must now wait 
the convenience of the railroad service, 
but this could be accomplished by an 
upper deck for the use of vehicles, 
thus domgawsy with dangerous grade 
crossings at both euds of the bridge. 


Iu addition to the mere matter of 


pnde and duty to preserve and :e- 
siore this old road so lull of historic in- 
terest, and the pleasure to be der;ve<: 
by riding and driving parties who 
would advantage by its improvement, 
mucli good farming laud wuu'd be 
opened up which now lies idie owiug 
to the disgraceHii condition of the road 
is places. This is particularly the 
case in Fultou. Somerset and West- 
moreland counties, 
where, in 
the 


mountain sectiun. the houses are lew 
and far apart, but it Is also true in 
("better and Lancaster counties. 


The section of the road between 


Philadelphia aud Lancaster was the 
first macadamized road ui this country, 
and a part of it west of Coatesviiie is 
in miserable condition. 


The state-now stands willing to as- 


sume three-fourth-- of the cost of Im- 
proving high-ways provided the town- 
ships and counties pay the remaining 
one-fourth and it is to be hoped that 
every county through which this road 
passes will take immediate steps to 
avail itself of this opportunity- and put 
Pennsylvania to the front in the Good 
Roads movement that is sweeping 
over the country.

Big Bank Barn Burned. 


The large bsrn 0:1 the larm of eSolo- 


rnon Gable on the Carlisle pike. 1 mile 
east of Hampton was destroyed by fire 
with contents on Saturday night last.

Cleinli- 
ue^s is of such ^reat accouut iu the 
summer that hi many cases It may 
mean the savins of the life of a chick 
as \vcll as the health and growth, for 
cleanliness is the foe of vermin, and 
vermin is the cause of a majority of 
the poultry losses and diseases. 


The houses for the young stock sliould 


be dry and vv-eil ventilated, and the 
chirks should be kept from crowding 
and taught to go on the roosts as soon 
a? possible, so that there will be no 
danger of deformed breastbones caused 
by overcrowding. The brood coops and 
brooders should receive much of the 
pouitryman's attention during the hot 
season, and th-c little chicks shonld 
have dean, dry straw en tbe floors of 
their coops and also plenty of fresh air 
and shsxie. 


Line is one cf the best things to use 


in the houses, either in the form of 
whitewash or sprinkled aboat the floor 
as a pov.-Cer. Carbolic acKl is also a 
good disinfectant, end kerosene should 
be used in the right against lice and 
mites. The chicks need to be dusted 
with insect powder and their dusting 
places sprinkled with It. The yards 
should be du? un often and disinfected 
with lime and carbolic ac:J. so that 
the ground will not become old and 
fuH of disease serms.
